The. disorder which, has proved ào 
aMrud ellate, in thi^i and the n^igkbpur-. 
ing towns, comtnonly called the Canksr- 
Rash, and by Dt . Uuxbiim,the tilceroua* 
sore-throat, induces me to tàlte up my 
pen in my old age, ' in hopes that 1 may 
atill be aorviceable to my fellow orca- 
tures. In the beginning of my practice 
in this disorder, which was near fifty 
years ago,I followed with liiUe variation, 
the methòkl directed by Dr. Huxham ; 
and I believe with as good success as 
my fkllow«practitioners 
But yet 1 had 
the misfortune to lose many of my pa-. 
tients. For ten yeara or more, 1 have 
made use of differem means, and have 
alw^s foQod them soçc«MfuJ—onring 
all that period have oot loat a single pa­ 
tient But ! hasten to jpy before the 
public the simple, but eaÎe and easy me­ 
thod of cure : A, short dcseription of the 
symptoms of the disorder, however, 
ought to be noticed.—The disorder 
commonly begins with alternate heats 
end chills, pein in the brad, sbreness of 
the throat, hoarseness,some cough, sick- 
neaa st the stomach, and is sometime« 
atiendtul with vomiting and purging in 
children, gi^eat weakness and dcjeCti.tNi 
of spirits, the pulle in général quick and 
small, though sometimes bard and fu ll- 
On the fd or 3d day the eruption com­ 
monly appears, if not proveilttd by bad 
prac’lice, such as washing With spirits 
and vinegar, bathing in cold water, See. 
against the uao of which 1 would warn 
every person who.has the bare of chil­ 
dren.— When a patient is taken with the 
foregoing disorder, begin with the Ibl- 
lowiog method: Tske two.or three 
table*»poonfuls of good violar, put it in 
• tOf-cup of e m iv'lihjgjit^ to which 
«dd a largo tea-spbooim oP-nMo'ttlt, 
'.hen fill the cup with b>ii)ing,water, and 
to a child of about 6 yeara old give a 
table »poonful, as warm as it can take it, 
once ill aboot 15 or 30 minutes, till the 
whole ift'uken ; then prepiirc another in 
the saaie manner, and give it an above 
directed, except not quite ao oUcii.—If 
the chili be younger, lessci^ the dose 
according to its age, but give it as often 
.as is before directed. To an adult per­ 
son give about two or three spoonfuU at 
a time, and as otien as is directed for a 
child. If salt of tartar can be had, aiake 
a neuu al jalep in ihe following manner : 
lo a tea-cup of vinegar add a tea-spoon 
full of the salt oftartar, and atir them 
together till the furjoentation ceases— 
Of this jalep add one spoonful to about 
three of the salt and vinegar, and fill the 
lea*cup with boiling water and use it as 
before directed, continuing ihe use of it 
fur 3 or 4 days, or until the paiient is 
out of danger.—Should there be canker 
in the mouth or throot, (which will selr 
dom if ever happen, if the foregoing me­ 
thod be pursued) take aweet-fern tops, 
cancer-root, or by some called beech- 
drops, and make it into a tea, sweeten it 
with honey, and give to the patient to 
drink ; and wiib the same tea make a 
w«sh or Rurgli,- for the throat, by adding 
some alluni ai'.il a little vinegar, and with 
it frequently swab out the mouth and 
throat.—This tCu may alao be given at 
the same time wiih ihe salt and vinegar. 
And* if in 6 o.r 7 days or later ibere 
should be a swelling or bloatedncss of 
the stomach, bowels, or extreniiiies, 
gentle purge ought to be given without 
delay. The purge which i have found to 
be most effectual to carry off* the water, 
and teiiiove the bloatedness,is composed 
of jalep, and salt of tartar. Take one 
(li4chm of jalrp, and a large tea-spoon 
full of salt of tartar, and grii»d them well 
together in a mortar, and 10 a child of 4 
years old give a large tea-spoon full, in 
molasses or syriip ; and this dose may 
be increased or diminished according to 
the ago of tbe patient. And if the swell­ 
ing or bloetedness is not 'carried off by 
tbe fi I St dose, repeat it once In two or 
three days, till it subsides.—Though 1 
do not approve of porging at the begin­ 
ning of ihis disorder, yet it la vei7 ne­ 
cessary Ml the close, lo carry off the po* 
I rid coiluUvies of tbe inMatlnes, which 
protract the feveriah heat* and occasion 
great debility, went of appetite, Ice.— 
After the cathartic has had ita deaired 
effect* and the fever subsided, it may be 
proper to, give bitr«rs wuh tlie tincture 
ut tnl bark : But to admioiater^jthi bark 
in the beginning of thie diaorder, wjian 
tlie fiifer ia ragiivg, end espechüly to 
youhg cbildrou, es is the practice of 
aoflie, 1 do conceive to be a very bad 
practice ; and 1 believe ible WMlked of

io fact »010 nsaligoam. From the na< 
-fura of the salt, and vinegar prepared as 
t^fefo directed, and from repeated trials 
an« facts which have fallen within iny 
obseryation, 1 can most sincerely aey, 
that ii) my opinion there is not so great 
and i^wcrful an antiseptic in all the Ms- 
teria Medice; nothing whi(^i sor effec­ 
tually prcventa putrifaction. It destroys 
the acrimony with which-the blood so 
gi'eatly abbunde, in this disttrder ; and 
at the same time promotes perspiration, 
birings on a gentle and easy sweat» and 
when tbd Rash makes its appearance, it 
is not atteiided with such e fiery redness 
as is usual, and is much les» in quantity 
and much sooner »ubsides.—And 1 have 
no doubt in my mind» but thst if the fore­ 
going directions were foUowetl and pur­ 
sued from the commencement 
thé 
disorder, it would be foUnd that its na- 
Mgnancy would be as much abated as the 
malignancy of the small-pox by inocula­ 
tion.—Tfie good effect of sslt and vine­ 
gar has been made very evident to me, 
not only in the Canker-Rash but also in 
the Dysentery ; but I shall omit remarks 
upon thst subject for the present.— 
Should the foregoing hints serve 40 alle­ 
viate the diltress of this destructive ma­ 
lady, of which I have the most sanguine 
belief. I shall feel myself lully compen­ 
sated for my troXibls-
